It was the second gang playing 
the ransom racket as a means of 
livelihood to be uncovered here with 
In a week. the other, described by 
police as the “Oas House mob." be­ 
ing broken up through twelve a r­ 
rests which followed a raid on a 8t 
Louis county resort and the rescue 
of Jacob Hoffman, a bookmaker, 
from his underground “home." 
Three Other Kidnaping*. 
Three others, all bookmakers and 
gamblers, have been kidnaped since 
January and their donation for per­ 
sonal freedom was said to have to­ 
u te d $73,000. 
Pershall s release was engineered 
by George O. Block burger. G ranite 
City 
bondsman 
and 
real 
estate 
agent, who declared he was an un­ 
willing go-between. 
First denying 
any knowledge of the ransom rack­ 
et. Blockburger finally confessed to 
Chief of Detectives Kaiser he had 
paid $40,000. raised by members of 
Pershall's family, for the banker's 
freedom 
Pershall was said to have 
been blindfolded, through the plac­ 
ing of cotton over his eyes and held 
in place by adhesive 
tape,

prisoner. 
Kaiser declared members of the 
second outlaw group, whom he de­ 
scribed aa hangers-on of Madison 
county.

Pershall’s family con tinned their 
denials of the banker* kidnaping, 
despite pollee opinions and Block- 
burger s confession.

That statement, if it represents the deliberate, set­ 
tled policy of the federal farm board, presents soma 
inescapable conclusions.

000.900 appropriation made available for tile board is 
to be employed in arbitrarily fixing a price.

H ie two factors of public bankruptcy and gangster­ 
ism. which appear to have a direct relation with each 
other, produced the crisis in Chicago's affairs that 
made it imperative upon the law-abiding citizenry to 
take unusual measures for Its own personal safety 
and financial protection. 
Crime and thuggery can 
thrive only where those charged with m aintaining 
peace and security are indifferent to their duty, in­ 
competent to perform it. or in actual partnership 
with the lawless elements. 


Chicagoans are now engaged in a sort of “liberty 
loan drive’* for the sale of purchase tax certificates is­ 
sued by governmental agencies in lieu of cash that 
the community lacks to pay salaries of its employes 
and meet general running expenses. W ith a commit­ 
tee of leading business and professional men in charge 
of the financing project, an organized campaign has 
bren started to persuade citizens to buy three certifi­ 
cates so th a t school teachers, firemen, police officers, 
and other necessary personnel of the public service 
can be paid. 
Out of this activity there should come a revival of 
the old civic spirit which distinguished the Chicago 
of other days, lf the Windy City’s people show Ute 
right determ ination in the m atter, they can and will 
effect a m aterial improvement In conditions.

seems to have been needed most was something to 
Jolt them into consciousness of the grana situation 
that had developed 
Apparently they have come to 
this realization and set themselves to the task of re­ 
building their governmental machine.
